In Mr. Aidrich's pleasant story of tlia 
"Stillwater Tragedy," the lad who had 

run away to sea and returned home quite 
sick of it creeps up to his old homo and 
creeps up to his old room and solemnly 
burns "Robinson Crusoe. " That ia the 
book whose lies had beguiled him from 
home and inspired secret hopes of being 
shipwrecked, and he discovered enough 
about "Robinson" to burn him. I sym- 
pathised with that lad when I read his 
story and now find myself mentally 
picking out a number of books 
which may some day serve to 
kindle a tire in my study. Possibly 
those old books about foreign - travel and 
tribes may once havo had more truth in 
them than Defoe's ton-realistic fiction, 
but time steadily and swiftly makes such 
works false, at least in many cases. The 
coasts and isluuds are no more filled with 
happy and int<)rrating nativoo; these are 
unhappy an.d they are driven to skulk 
into remote places. Tho traveler must 
either hunt them aa bisons or be content 
to F.ee ubiijuitous English, American and 
German traders and missionaries where 
he had hoped to make anthropological ob- 
servations. 

Everywhere grog-shops, churches. 
Sabbaths and the Salvation army. This 
morning we had six clear hours to roam 
about the streets of Auckland. I saw- 
six Maori men and as many women, who 
looked aa wretched ss if doiiizons nf 
Dante's purgatory, fn tho museum I 
saw their skeletons and relics of their 
arts and ornaments, and they aro by no 
means without fineneas and beauty. 
Why should not the while rulers of New 
Zealand havo cultivated those people 
into some picturesiiuu variety instead of 
exterminating them by clianging their 
liabitati The same government baa re- 
solved to annex the Samoana, which 
means destroying the finest and most in- 
teresting islanders of the Pacific. Why, 
they have not half cultivated New Zea- 
land yet. They appear to bo posaeeaed 
with a frantic desire to reduce all races 
to one. 

Near Auckland I visited a noble 
height r^alled Eden. It is on tho green 
ridge of an ancient crater, and many 
similar volcanoes are commanded by this 

summit, as well as beautiful islands and 
inlets of the sea. 'i'lio road is lined with 
thiatlea. There is a i|ueor irony in call- 
ing a place thick with thistles "Edon." 
The top of tho green hill called Edon is 
surmounted by a carved stone on which 
was an advertisement of yesterday's sal- 
vation meeting. — M. I). Conway in San 
Frunci^ico Clirunide .

ITIect and Resolre That Judge 
j$iiiitl:iir is TJiiroiirlt^oias. 

An intensely secret meeting of tho mem- 
bers of the bar of the county of Went- 
worth was held in the grand jury room, 
court house, yesterday afternoon. By 
resolution the press was cotcluded, al- 
though several speakers were of opinion 
that the ends of the mooting would be 
better served by not enshrouding tho 
affair in ao much mystery. Tho proceed- 
ings, as far as they are of importance to 
the public, aro recorded herein.: There 
were present fifty-five members of the 
bar of the county — a greater number than 
over known in tho history of tho associa- 
tion. /Emilius Irving, Q. C, president 
of the Hamilton law association, tsecupicd 
ths chair. The object of the meeting 
needed no explanation ; it was to conaidor 
tho conduct of .Judge Sinclair toward Iho 
momors of tho bar. Among tlioae 
present woro many who wero indignant 
and eloquent in thuir indignation, but the 
majority went in foroool headed business^ 
A resolution was drafted to the efl^ect that 
ever since his elevation to tho bench here, 
Judge Sinclair, while j;ctiiio in his olllcial 
capacity, has been uncourteous in hia 
treatment of barristers, particularly un- 
gentlemanly to younger barristers and 
students, and indiscreet in the exoroiee of 
his authority. This resolution was cacrted 
by a division of 51 to 4. Tlie four who 
opposed the reaolulion woro of opinion 
that one Iobs pointed would be better, 
while thoae who supported the ro3oluti(Mi 
exprossed the opinion that; it waa not 
piinted enough. 

A committee, consiating of Judge 
O'Reilly and Messrs. .d'Imiliua Irving and 
Thomas Robertson, was appointed to wait 
upon Judge Sinclair and present the res- 
olution. 

It was generally understood that,ahould 
the resolution not have the deaired effect, 
the matter would be further procoeded 
with, and, if necessary, laid before the 
government. — HaniUlon (Oiif.) Times.

The changing of the po- 
sition of the chest is attributed to some 
men who had been repaving the court, 
and who, perhaps, piid no attention to 
its weight.

Whether it "be duo to Mr. Gladstone's 
advocacy of jam or to French dealing with 
sugar bouutiea we have latterly become a 
large sugar consuming ]ioi)iilation. It 
•vvould be iutcrcsting to learn from medi- 
cal men wlicthcr there has been at all a 
parallel Increase in what may bo called 
national gout. The |)rofesaiou recognizes 
'■' 'a form of the malady popularly, and in- 
deed almost technically, called poor man's 
gout, -which Is probably attributable less 
to'olcl crusted port than to fresh •boiled 
homo-made jam. The increase in tho cou- 
Bumptiuu of sugar is not confined to Kng- 
InncL America follows our. lead, or we 
have followed hers; and, if so, have comu 
up with aud distanced her. Tn 1880 the 
annual consumption of sugur iu the 
United States showed an average of forty- 
one pounds to tlie population. 

One uatiirully e.vpocis the country 
which produces the sugarcane should 
largely share in the consumption of what 
ii mauufactured from it. In four years 
the consumption has iucreaaed from forty- 
one pounds per head to lifty six pounds; 
but eveu at this figure our own consump- 
tion is Well aliead. Taking the popula- 
tion oi Greut Uritain from the last census 
ami multiplying that by si.vty seven wo 
get the uumber of pounds of sugar con- 
sumed aauu.iUy at home. And yet the 
iingliahuian has always got the credit of 
being sustained less ou puildiiig than on 
beef, while sugar is not often ■'iiteu with 
porridge, iiud never with poiiitocs. So it 
is strange to contrast our performances 
with those of oiu' neighbors. The Amer- 
icans couipute that the VanUee takes twice 
as much .sugar as the Frenchman— eau 
Sucre notwithstanding — three times as 
much as tlie GormaiL The Russians are 
notorious for sacchariuephobia The 
avorflgo American cats eight times as 
much sugar as the average uussian, who 
prefers lemon juice to jam, aud sutlers 
very little from gout
